Virginia Beauchamp Celebrates 
50 Years at the News Review 


Many people volunteer in 
Greenbelt, for many things and 
often for many years. But rarely 
is a golden anniversary reached — 
50 years by one person — for one 
organization. This year marks 50 
years since Virginia Beauchamp 
first moved to Greenbelt and first 
joined the staff of the Greenbelt 
News Review in 1957 — and she’s 
still at it every week, coming over 
on Tuesdays to help edit articles 
and occasionally cover a story. 

Only one other person has 
served the paper longer continu- 
ously, and that’s Elaine Skolnik 
Nicholson. Beauchamp, now 87, 
sometimes volunteers to drive 
Skolnik over to work on Tues- 
days also. They’re quite a pair, 
those two. 

Beauchamp will correct you 
— “It’s only 48 years that I ac- 
tually worked at the paper,” 
she says, because in 1963 she 
moved to Lagos, Nigeria, with 
her three small children and her 
husband who worked for the 
State Department. They returned 
in 1965, right back to Greenbelt

and she resumed volunteering 
every Wednesday evening at the 
paper or at home, in charge of 
proofreading and laying out the 
columns for the News Review 
with scissors and tape in the 
days before modern typesetting 
software. Because her husband 
had just been sent to Vietnam 
— he worked in the war zone for 
the State Department from 1965 


to 1968 — she was functioning 
as a “single mom.” The News 
Review staff accommodated her 
childcare issues by making her 
home the Wednesday night head- 
quarters for the staff. 

Mary Lou Williamson be- 
gan working for the paper in 
the 1960s and was called to the 
witness stand in a lower-court 
hearing of the infamous lawsuit 
against the News Review which 
was eventually settled favorably 
for the paper by a 9-0 vote of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. When asked in court 
where she learned to edit the 
paper, Williamson replied, “At 
Virginia Beauchamp’s,” which 
appeared in the transcript as “at 
Virginia Beach.” 

In that two-year hiatus from 
the paper while overseas, Beau- 
champ helped to organize a group 
of other American parents to 
found an international school 
for children in Lagos in 1964, 
where her children could also

Council Okays Bank Site Plan, 
sets 2008 Legislative Priorities 


As part of a lengthy agenda 
at the Greenbelt City Council’s 
first regular meeting following 
the city election council consid- 
ered a site plan for a new bank 
at Capital Office Park and staff 
proposals for requests to be made 
through Prince George’s County 
for Community Development 
Block Grants (CDBGs). Coun- 
cil also considered what special 
legislation to benefit the city it 
should seek from the Maryland 
General Assembly and the Prince 
George’s County Council during 
their next legislative sessions. 

Old Line Bank 

Council reviewed a proposed 
site plan for a 2,800 square foot 
branch bank building on a 0.76- 
acre parcel at the Capital Office 
Park. The small teardrop-shaped 
parcel is located at the intersec- 
tion of Kenilworth Ave. (Rte. 
201) and Ivy Lane. Although 
construction of Capital Office 
Park began in 1983, this parcel 
has remained undeveloped. 

When the office park devel- 
opment changed ownership last 
year, the new owners advised 
council that the parcel would 
be considered for a freestanding 
bank building. The developer 
of the site is the Old Line Bank, 
currently located on the first floor 
level of one of the Capital Office 
Park buildings on Ivy Lane. 

Terri Hruby, assistant planning 
director for the city, provided 
information on the proposed site

plan. She advised council that 
the proposed use is permitted in 
the zone. Hruby outlined sev- 
eral conditions and amenities to 
which the developers have agreed 
— to provide parking, pedestrian 
and bicycle access and the use 
of green building techniques. 
She also noted that the city staff 
learned the site did have some 
buffer conditions applicable to 
the parcel that were part of a 
set of 1983 covenants associated 
with development of what was 
then North Springhill Lake into 
an office park development. 

Hruby noted that the proposed 
development plan is consistent 
with those covenants and had 
been approved by the city Advi- 
sory Planning Board (APB). 

Council posed questions re- 
garding building security, light- 
ing and signage that were ad- 
dressed by bank representatives. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
suggested that Old Line Bank 
might consider locating a branch 
at Roosevelt Center. Mayor Ju- 
dith Davis, during the discussion 
of security, noted that the loca- 
tion of the new bank across the 
street from the Police Department 
might offer some security. Coun- 
cil voted unanimously to approve 
the site plan with the conditions 
recommended by staff and the 
APB. 

Block Grants 

Assistant City Manager David 

Moran outlined city staff recom- 


mendations for the program year 
34 (July 1, 2008 to June 30, 
2009) of the CDBG program 
administered by the county. The 
city’s application to the county is 
due on December 7. 

City staff recommended pro- 
posing a project to upgrade street 
lighting and install emergency 
call boxes in the Springhill Lake 
development as its top priority 
for the new year. Staff envi- 
sioned that this project would be 
phased in over multiple years in 
order to completely upgrade all 
of Springhill Lake. 

As a second priority, staff 
recommended submitting a proj- 
ect to provide one-time grants 
for low-income seniors and 
disabled adults to modify their 
homes. Such a program would 
fund ramps, chair lifts, adaptable 
equipment, bathroom modifica- 
tions and widened doorways. 

Although the Springhill Lake 
census tract is the only CDBG-

How cool is it to go to school 
in Greenbelt, live in Greenbelt 
and teach in Greenbelt? I’d say 
it’s heaven on earth and destiny 
— that which is bound to happen, 
one’s fate. Eleanor Roosevelt 
High school alumna, Greenbelt 
resident and Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School math and sci- 
ence teacher Johanna Long says: 
“T just love Old Greenbelt; it’s a 
convenient place to live.” Bred 
in a household of teachers, Long 
says she has been exposed to 
the life of a teacher all of her 
life. Though she was not pushed 
either way, after graduation from 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School in 
2000, Long received her bachelor 
of science degree in elementary 
education from the University of 
Maryland in December 2004. 

In January 2005 Long began 
her teaching career at Springhill 
Lake Elementary as a third grade 
math/science teacher. Besides 
math being one of her favor- 
ite subjects, and reading too,

Long loves that she can focus on 
specific subjects that allow her 
the freedom to develop first-rate 
teaching strategies. 

Her first day was a little scary 
because, Long recalls, most 
students had had several prior

Regina Clay Loves Her Work 
With Special Education Kids

Passion: the object of a per- 
son’s great enthusiasm. While 
some of us were pondering what 
we would do on the first day of 
middle school, Regina Clay re- 
calls at the tender age of 12 hav- 
ing a desire to teach. A special 
education teacher at Springhill 
Lake Elementary, Clay was al- 
ready captivated by her passion. 

Before reading “The Circle of 
Children,” written by Mary Mac- 
Cracken in 1974 however, Clay 
admits she was not aware that 
children with learning disabili- 
ties existed — perhaps, she says, 
“because they were separated 
from the regular population.” It 
wasn’t until after this discovery, 
revealing how teachers worked 
with such students and how they 
effected change, that she longed 
to play an active role. 

Finding her goal at the be- 
ginning, Clay, a native of Ohio, 
pursued and received her bach- 
elor of science degree in special 
education grades 1 to 8 from the

University of Maryland. “This is 
what I wanted and I stayed with 
it,” says Clay. 

According to Clay, who has 
been a special education teacher 
for the past 22 years, there have 
been times she has felt the brunt

Shuts Comm. Center 
City employee Steven Parks 
discovered water bubbling out 
of Centerway near the Munici- 
pal Building about 5:30 a.m.

eligible neighborhood in the city, 
the staff proposed that this be 
made available to all Greenbelt 
residents who meet CDBG in- 
come requirements. While this 
proposal is not a traditional CDBG 
type of project, staff believes it 
could break new ground in setting 
social service direction. 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved the staff recommendations. 
Legislative Priorities 

Next Moran discussed the pro- 
posed city legislative program for 
2008. Four priorities are pro- 
posed for state legislative action. 
The first city priority is state 
funding for dredging Greenbelt 
Lake. Staff also proposed state 
public safety funding to upgrade 
county emergency radios. It 
proposed recommending again 
last year’s proposal to prohibit 
the transfer of liquor licenses to 
gas stations. The last proposal is 
for the state to require financial 
reporting for groups or individu- 
als circulating petitions. 

Staff also recommended four 
county legislative priorities: re- 
establishing the county Landlord- 
Tenant Commission; increasing 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission funding 
to support Greenbelt recreational 
programs; funding support for a 
new Greenbelt Fire Station and 
legislation enabling new planning 
authority for Greenbelt. 

Moran requested that council 
limit its legislative requests to a 
small number of proposals for 
presentation to the city’s county 
and state representatives. Council 
agreed with the recommendations. 
Staff will prepare a legislative 


program booklet describing the 
initiatives in detail with appropri- 
ate background information for 
council use when it meets with 
county and state representatives 
on December 18. 

A final legislative-related item 
was placed on the agenda at the 
request of Roberts concerning a 
special bill introduced last year 
at the request of the owners of 
the Hanover Apartments on Ha- 
nover Parkway in Greenbelt East. 
Council had learned last year that 
a bill, CB-38, had been intro- 
duced by District 4 Councilmem- 
ber Ingrid Turner to obviate the 
need for the property owners to 
obtain a zoning special exception 
in order to develop a portion of 
the property for senior housing. 

Earlier there had been discus- 
sions among council and the 
owners’ representatives on their 
overall redevelopment/renova- 
tion project but not all of the 
issues raised by council had been 
resolved. When council learned 
about the introduction of CB-38, 
it contacted Turner and her staff 
and the bill was tabled. 

Roberts requested council sup- 
port for a request to Turner that the 
bill be withdrawn. Davis and other 
councilmembers understood Rob- 
erts’ objections to the process but 
felt that the contact with Turner’s 
office had indeed put the bill “in 
limbo.” The next step would be 
for council to reimitiate negotiations 
with the developer and undertake 
a good faith effort to sit down 
and discuss all of the relevant 1s- 
sues. Larry Taub, representing the 
Hanover Apartments’ owners, sup- 
ported such a renewed effort. 
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teachers and were not particularly 
enthusiastic about her arrival.

Although she was successful, 
the first year proved to be as 
overwhelming and stressful as 
she had anticipated (with planning 
and preparing lessons and materi- 
als); however, it was rewarding 
enough for her to return.

According to Long, 
there are days when you may 
have an incident with a student 
or a lesson doesn’t go as planned 
but “you must let it go and start 
fresh the next day.” 

The teaching doesn’t stop here.

of burnout. “But I would never 
teach any other population of 
kids.” Clay says the paperwork 
is overwhelming at times. Not 
only do you have the general 
education curriculum and its de- 
mands but you also have pa- 
perwork associated with that of 
special education, adding that 
many times you must complete 
your paperwork at home. 

The most rewarding aspect of 
the job, however, is seeing stu- 
dents accomplish a task. Students 
are sometimes given expectations 
parallel to those of students with- 
out disabilities; therefore, accom- 
plishing a task set before them 
brings much satisfaction. Over- 
all, the good outweighs the bad, 
Clay says. Although she finds 
challenges with students who 
have more than just a learning 
disability and with the paperwork 
and current testing procedures, 
she enjoys the benefits of being 
a teacher — the sense of accom- 
plishment in the students, the 
days off, the summer breaks and 
early hours. 

Clay, who joined the Springhill 
Lake Elementary team in 1994, 
may retire in eight years but will 
continue working in the field as 
a paraprofessional or classroom 
aide. This will allow her to as- 
sist the students without the de- 
mands of being an actual teacher 
— that pesky paperwork. 

Outside the classroom, Clay 
teaches children’s church at the 
Rainbow Family Christian Cen- 
ter, where she has taught for 18 
years.

Council Considers Homeowners Tax Credit

In a follow-up action from the 
prior council, the newly installed 
Greenbelt City Council introduced 
an ordinance for first reading at 
its regular meeting on November 
26 to establish a City Homeown- 
ers Property Tax Credit Program. 
Council must first adopt an or- 
dinance amending the taxation 
chapter of the city code and then 
provide formal notification of the 
city’s intentions as required by 
the state. 

The proposed ordinance would 
be based on the existing Maryland 
state program. It would provide a 
credit equal to 25 percent of the 
amount of the state credit earned 
by Greenbelt homeowners. 

The property tax credit program 
is based on the combined gross 
household income before deduc- 
tions. For incomes below $8,000 
there would be no property tax. 
For incomes over $8,000 and up 
to a maximum of $60,000, there 
is an increasing property tax limit 
that qualifying homeowners would 
be required to pay. 

For homeowners with a com- 
bined income of $30,000, the 
property tax limit under the state 
program would be $1,680. For 
those with a combined income of 
$60,000, the tax limit would max 
out at $4,380. 

If the city program is enacted, 
eligible Greenbelt homeowners 
would get 25 percent of their state 
limit. Although several county 
governments also offer a supple- 
mental tax credit to their hom- 
eowners, Prince George’s County 
does not. 

The credit is limited to the first 
$300,000 of assessed value. Thus 
an eligible homeowner whose 
home is assessed at $450,000 
would receive a tax credit based 
upon only the first $300,000 of 
the assessment. The remaining 
$150,000 would be subject to the 
full real estate tax rate in effect 
for the jurisdiction in which they 
live. 

The program is clearly designed 
to provide a property tax credit 
only to homeowners in greatest 
need. There are four basic legal 
requirements for eligibility. 

1. The dwelling for which ap- 
plication is made must be the prin- 
cipal residence, where the taxpayer 
resides for more than six months 
of the tax year, including July 1 
of the year unless the taxpayer 
is unable to do so for reasons of

illness or the need of special care 
or unless the home was just pur- 
chased. The credit may only be 
claimed for one residence. 

2. The taxpayer must have legal 
interest in the property. Holders 
of a life estate and beneficiaries of 
certain trusts have sufficient legal 
interest. 

3. The net worth, excluding the 
value of the property for which a 
credit is being claimed and the 
cash value of IRAs or qualified 
retirement savings plans, must not 
exceed $200,000 as of December 
31, 2006. 

4. The combined gross house- 
hold income cannot exceed 
$60,000. 

In a memorandum prepared 
for council last year when the 
proposal was first discussed, City 
Treasurer Jeff Williams outlined 
several existing types of tax cred- 
its that are available to Maryland 
residents. 

Homestead Credit 

The Maryland Homestead cred- 
it limits assessment increases to a 
maximum of 10 percent annually 
with the actual limit set by the ju- 
risdiction. Greenbelt is at 10 per- 
cent and Prince George’s County 
is three percent. This credit is 
managed by the State Department 
of Assessments and Taxation 
(SDAT) through its Real Estate 
Tax Division and occurs automat- 
ically without any action required 
by the property owner. Credits 
are calculated by the SDAT be- 
fore assessment information is 
forwarded to local governments 
in Maryland and are shown on the 
property owner’s tax bill. 

Homeowners 

This is the property tax credit 
program discussed above, upon 
which the city’s proposed credit 
would be based (at a 25 percent 
level). The program has existed 
since 1975 and was commonly 
referred to as the “circuit breaker” 
plan for the elderly. It has been 
improved through the years and 
now covers all Maryland hom- 
eowners regardless of age. In 
the current fiscal year (FY08) the 
state issued 43 refunds totaling 
$72,704 (an average of $1,691 
per homeowner), not including 
GHI residents. An additional 35 
members of GHI will receive a 
credit totaling $16,020 (an average 
of $458 per homeowner). Total 
credits in the city are currently 
$88,724. Greenbelt is held harm- 
less with these credits. The indi- 
vidual homeowners receive their

credit directly from the state. 
Disabled Veterans 

The State of Maryland offers a 
100 percent tax credit to disabled 
American veterans (DAV). 

This credit is applied from the 
state and must be honored by all 
Maryland local governments. Cur- 
rently the city has only one resi- 
dent receiving this state benefit. 

Disabled Residents 

In addition to the state man- 
dated program for DAV, in 1967 
the city established a program 
for Greenbelt residents with dis- 
abilities. This program then ref- 
erenced the provisions of a similar 
program administered by Prince 
George’s County. Later, the city 
took steps toward establishing its 
own guidelines and in 1972 and 
1975 expanded the guidelines in 
terms of allowed income and as- 
sessed valuation limits where ap- 
plicants income could not exceed 
$7,500 and the tax credit was 
increased to the first $7,000 of 
assessed value multiplied by the 
applicable tax rate. Homeown- 
ers over 60 cannot apply for this 
credit. 

Also, based on Williams memo, 
the staff has researched the prac- 
tices of other municipalities who 
have instituted real estate property 
tax credit programs. The city of 
Takoma Park offers its residents a 
program that provides 50 percent 
of the state credit but the resident 
must apply directly to the city for 
the credit. The City of Rockville’s 
program 1s tied directly to the 
state program and their residents 
do not have to complete an addi- 
tional application with the city to 
be eligible for the Rockville credit 
program. 

Williams’ memo concludes 
with the recommendation that 
Greenbelt use the same approach 
as Rockville. Such an approach, 
if the council enacts the proposed 
ordinance, would result in the city 
contacting the state and working 
toward having a Greenbelt pro- 
gram that would be included with 
the state tax credit in Fiscal Year 
2009 (beginning July 1, 2008). 
There was no indication at the 
November 26 meeting when the 
second reading for the proposed 
ordinance would occur or if coun- 
cil would discuss the program 
at a worksession. However, the 
council normally considers and 
introduces for second reading and 
final passage at its next regular 
meeting, which would be De- 
cember 10.

go to school. Today the Ameri- 
can International School of La- 
gos, Nigeria, is well-known in 
that country and thriving with 
a current enrollment of more 
than 600 students from elemen- 
tary through high school. So 
she pre-dates Oprah Winfrey 
as a media phenomenon who 
founded a school in Africa and 
Beauchamp’s school so far has 
had a bigger impact. 

Beauchamp continued writ- 
ing while in Nigeria, becoming 
a prolific contributor of articles 
to the Encyclopedia Britannica’s 
edition for school-age children. 
And no doubt, if one went back 
in the News Review’s “morgue” 
of old articles, some sent from 
Nigeria might show up to fill 
in the two-year gap and make it 
an official continuous 50 years. 
But a 50-year anniversary it is, 
nonetheless. 

Beauchamp had just received 
her doctorate in English from 
the University of Chicago when 
she moved to Greenbelt. Her 
doctoral dissertation was on five 
plays, all on the story of Antony 
and Cleopatra and all written 
contemporaneously with Shake- 
speare’s own in the period from 
1592 to 1678. One of the plays 
was translated by a woman — the 
Countess of Pembroke. The new 
Dr. Virginia Beauchamp was of- 
fered a teaching position at the 
University of Maryland’s English 
Department where she specialized 
in Shakespeare and also taught 
writing courses. Her News Re- 
view work continued simultane- 
ously while she managed to teach 
fulltime. 

Women’s Studies 

In the 1970s she was invited 
to serve on an exploratory com- 
mittee that sought to increase the 
study of women and women’s 
contributions in various disci- 
plines at the university and thus 
began the Women’s Studies De- 
partment, where she served as the 
first coordinator of courses. That 
department paved the way for the 
formation at the university of sev- 
eral other subject areas addressing 
issues of diversity, including the 


Asian studies department and also 
one on lesbian, gay, bi-sexual and 
transgender studies. 

Beauchamp served on numer- 
ous committees addressing cam- 
pus life for faculty and students 
which led to a daycare center at 
the university, raised awareness 
of safety for women on campus 
and even addressed women’s 
health issues. 

She served on another commit- 
tee which organized the first con- 
ference at an NCAA school to ex- 
plore the implementation of Title 
IX, which required equal access 
for women in sports. This work 
led to funding women’s sports 
scholarships and programs. 

After she retired from the uni- 
versity at age 70 she was asked 
to serve as special assistant to 
then-president William Kirwan 
on women’s issues. He intro- 
duced her when she was inducted 
into the Maryland Women’s Hall 
of Fame in 2003 for her many 
contributions. She hasn’t slowed 
down yet. She helped another 
committee organize a program for 
senior citizens to attend college 
courses at the university and just 
completed teaching a course for 
that program during the spring 
semester of 2007. 

And with all that, she may be 
found every Tuesday afternoon, 
faithfully working on the Green- 
belt News Review. 

To help celebrate her anni- 
versary this year and her many 
interests, a special event has been 
planned. Beauchamp will partici- 
pate in a panel discussion imme- 
diately following the performance 
of “Love & War” at the Green- 
belt Arts Center on the preview 
night, Thursday, December 6 and 
the official opening night, Friday, 
December 7. This new play fo- 
cuses on women’s roles, concerns 
and relationships in Shakespeare’s 
plays and explores their relevance 
to contemporary concerns. A 
reception will follow. Reserva-
